She 
used it to explain the inspiration 
avhich fired Rhodes, moking hint 
n.great coloniser in on era. of 
unprecedented colonisation. 

ROMAN EMPEROR 

This is how she described the 
Rhodes she met at his home, 
Groote Schuur in 1699, three 
years before his death: - 

"YIe had a face you could not 
look away from, with the blue 
eyes of a seer, and the mouth 
of a Roman Emperor, if you_can 
imagine » sensitive Roman -Em- 
peror and one with a delightful 
smile. He had a curfous voice 
that ran up and down the scale, 
and a very ‘individual way of 
expressing himself. No other 
{moginative man_can ever have 
had a smaller. vocubulary and 
he would repeat the same thing 
egain end again. 

“He .was a. thought reader, 
But he was‘much too delicate 
and sensitive in his relations 
with people to take advantage 
of this power.” 

Viscountess Milner recalled

pbortve Jameson Raid which 
raised ua storm that echoed 
through the chancellerics of 
Europe.

York, Howard Schenken put up a 
very neat defence that led tothe 
defeat of the Swedish declarer. 
I give full credit to my good 
friend Howard, but I think that 
the Swedish declarer should have 
made his contract anyway. 

Schenken opened the deuce of 
spades from the West hand, and 
dummy won with the ace. De- 
clarer immediately took the ace 
of diamonds and led a diamond 
towards dummy. Schenken put 
up the king of diamonds to win 
ihjs trick, and thoughtfully re- 
turned a dow trump. 

This wag the only defence that 
had any real chance to defeat the 
contract. . Without a trump 
return, declarer could ruff two 
spades In the dummy. 

When Schenken returned a low 
trump, dummy won with the 
jack, Declarer returned dumimy's 
loy spade, and West won with 
the nine, — Schenken . followed 
through by leading another 
trump. South won with the nine 
of hearts, and now dummy had 
only one trump that ‘could be 


used for ruffing spades. 


At this point South went 
astray. He ruffed a spade in 
dummy, cashed the queen of 
diamonds to discard a club, took 
the ace of clubs, _and ruffed a 
club, He now Iced the jack of 
spades, hoping that West would 
be obliged to win and return 2 
trump up to the. king-ten. © . 

Instead, East was ‘able to win 
the spade trick and lead through 
declarer'e trumps to give West 
the setting trick. . 

When South ruffed the third 
round of spades with dummy’s 
ace of hearts, It was apparent 
that West's original Icad had 
been made from three to the 
queen of spades or four to the 
king-queen. The correct choice

A representative of _ one 
large firm even went as far as 
to say that if any orders were 
obtnined on their BIF stand 
fthey would consider there was 
comething  serlously wrong 
with thelr normal sales 
machinery. : 

SERIOUS COMPLAINTS 

But the two most ferious ccm- 
plaints heard among exhibitors 
at.the Fair were that the cost 
of exhibiting ‘was out of all 
proportion. to the benefits likely 
to be gained and that thero 
were nothing liko as many 
foreign trade visitors as they 
had expected. 

The first complaint will 
presumably be dealt with by 
the BIF Investigating Com~< 


Jmittee but the second is more 


easily answered. 

One fact alono shows that t! 
BIF is still a “must” for a good 
many foreign businessmen, The 
overscas buyers who attended 
this years Fair travelled an 
average of 6,000 miles from 
thelr homes and back.’ That 
would not scem to suggest that 
lost any of its 
drawing power. :
